Looking  back  to  that  period,  when  they 
firA  fee  out  in  their  career-— advening  to  the 
ardour  which  then  animated  their  coadju¬ 
tors,  and  comparing  it  with  their  prefect 
iDdiffcrcnce  to  their  ci-devant  foe,  a  few 
reflections  naturally  arife  which  may  be 
beneficial  ro  others,  and  a  few,  that  may 
prove  confolatory  to  thehafelves. 

Refolution,  perhaps  in  proportion  as  it 
feemsHrmt  is- in  danger  of  being  overturn¬ 
ed  ;  for  the  confidence  with  which  we  rr- 
folve^  very  much  depends  upon  our  igno¬ 
rance  of  the  temptations  to  which  we  are 
to  be  expofed  :  this  is  remarkably  verified 
in  the  fubjefts  of  our  hiAory  ;  for  they 
were  but  yet  in  that  fcafon  of  life  which 
precluded  experience  \  a  feafoo  very  une¬ 
qual  to  many  of  thofe  undertakings,  which 
I  a  vivid  imagination  may  conceive  as  prac- 
j  ticable  ;  in  (hort,  a  feafon  in  which,  what- 
;  ever  plan  is  formed,  the  execution  of  which, 
i  the  influence  of  the  tender  pa^on  is  calcu¬ 
lated  to  annoy,  Aiouid  demand  the  utmoA 
caution,  and  the  moA  fugacious  diAruA. 

But  Jet  us  not  prefumc  to  fay,  while  we 
j  deduce  a  leflbn  of  inAfuffion,  from  wh«t 
,  fome  may  perhaps  confider  as  the  Ignomi- 
j  nious  ejefeatof  the  Ions  of  Literature,  that 
they  havcuot  meafuraWyaccomplilhcd  their  ! 
!  defign.  Their  expeffations  were  never 
I  g'cat,  though  their  refolutions,'  it  appeared 
1  they  thought  <wcre  Arong  ;  if  any  benefit 
1  has  already^  or  may  hereafter  rcfult  from  ! 


what  they  have  achieved,  they  will  no  doubt 
be  fully  rewarded  for  all  their  exertions.  - 

When  wc^confidcr  that  it  is  impoflible  to 
calculate  the  ultimate  cfTeff  of  an  aflion , 
apparently  the  moA  inconfidcrable,  we  de¬ 
rive  a  hope,  although  theif  literary  labours 
have  indeed  been  fmal),  that  they  may  re- 
vcrthclefs  prove  of  fewne  poffibJc  benefit. 
But  let  me  afk,— Is  it  not  morcthan  proba¬ 
ble  that  this  has  already  been  the  caic  ?— 
Can  It  be  denied,  that  indlvidnals,  animated 
by  their  example,  or  encouraged  by  their 
invitations,  have  Aepped  forward  and  lau¬ 
dably  endeavoured,  either  to  improve  the 
morals,  and  better  the  condition  of  man¬ 
kind,  or  to  prevent  the  tide  of  folly  from 
fwceping  away  the  Land-marks  of  reafon  ? 
I  think  it  cannot.  But  even  admitting  this 
not  to  be  the  faff,  whfeh  perfuaded  I  am, 
is  quite  otberwife— how  do  we  know  but 
that  this  warfare  againfl  Ignorance  has  pre- 
ferved  our  heroes  from  the  haunts  of  vice, 
or  the  fnares  of  diflipation  ? 

The  mind  of  man  is  l^tts  nature  affivc, 
and  like  the  body  it  'demands  food  ;  if  we  - 
withhold  from  it  that  which  wduld  nouriAi 
and  fuftain  it,  from  neceffity  it  reforts  to 
that  which  muA  Injure  or  corrupt  it,  for 

**  If  good  we  plant  not,  vice  will  fill  the  mind, 

And  weeds  despoil  the  place  for  flowers  design'd.'* 

And  moreover,  if  the  body  requires  cx- 
ercife  to  keep  it  in  health,  the  mind  needs 
it  no  Icfs  totiivigorafe  and  Arcngthcn  it. — 
Whether  that  kind  of  food  be  the  moA 
proper  for  it,  which  it  has  been  the  care 
of  the  Literary  Club  to  procure,  or  that, 
the  moA  fiiitable  cxcrcifc  which  they  have 
attempted  to  promote,  are  queAions  which 
the  judicious  alone  are  competent  to  re- 
fol  ve. 

Suffice  it  to  fay,  we  truA  they  have  the 
plcafing  refleftion  that  they  have  endea¬ 
voured  to  be  ufeful,  and  that  if  they  have 
failed  to  accompHAi  a// they  defired  of  what 
they  hoped  might  cither  m  fome  way  or 
other  prove  beneficial  to  focicty,  they  have 
experienced  a  dilappointment,  which  de- 
ferves  our  regret  in  proportion  td  the  lofs 
which  focicty  may  fufFcr.

The  author  alfo  deals  in  reveries  and  al¬ 
legories  :  from  one  of  the  latter  I  have 
made  the  following  extraff.

We  are  told,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  fan  has  io  that  country  a  dif¬ 
ferent  property  from  what  it  has  in  oars  ; 
Hhat  it  iniendbly  cures  ail  indifpofitioDs  'of 
the  eye  ;  that  thoie  who  have  courage  e- 
nough  to  expofe  themfelves  to  its  heat,  and 
bear  tbe  pain  itcauies  at  fird,  accudom 
themfelves  to  it  by  degrees,  and  In  time 
come  to  have  DO  apprehenfions  from  it. 

Weareiikcwiie  told  that  tbdfej  whom 
the  light  has  penetrated  niod  dircftly,  and 


thus  cured  mod  perfectly,, love  it  fo  as  to 
be  unable  to  live  without  ^ 

,  4^1  rids  country,  though  its  darknefs  dif¬ 
fers  ^liut  Jittle  from  our  nightv  is  not  entire¬ 
ly.  iDacceffiblc  to  fome  rays  of  the  fUn.  T'hc 
inhabitants  can  allow  it  entrance  more  or 
lefs  as  they  pleafe  by  Ik  tie  wickets,  which 
it^tf  in  their  power  to  open  or  fhut*  Thcfe 
wdekets  are  placed  at  openings  made  in  the 
rock,  for  allowing  a  paffage  for  the  Tight. 

Befide  the  inlets,  which  the  light  rtay 
have  through  thefc  wickets,  there  are  here 
and  there  little  paths,  through  which  the 
light  makes  its  way  by  feveral  windings. 
Thcfe  paths  arc  a  fort  of  turnings,  which 
always  run  upwards, and  arc  full  of 'dones, 
each  of  them  ferving^as  a  dep. 

“  As  the  people  goup,'fh<?  light  grows 
drongerand  Icfs  indireff  j  and  tlucy  begin 
to  feel  fomething  of  the  fun’s  heat,  in  pro¬ 
portion  as  they  are  enlightened  by  it. 

“  Thcfe  paths,  which  extenik  fcvcral 
leagues,  terminate  below  in  the  darkcoun-^ 
try,  or  the  kingdom  of  th6  Catacombs 
and  above  iflTue  into  the'light  country  in  a 
vad  plain.  -  4 

**  The  inhabitants  of  the  dark  country 
can,*  by  means  of  their  patlti^  hold  fomq. 
communication  with  'thfdft  of^tffe  light 
country  :  they  may  even  led  to  it,  if 
they  pleafe  ;  as  the  inhabifpnts  tif  ^ the  light 
country,  may  in  therr  turti,  go  down  into 
the  dark  country?"  * 

“  It  appears  Fromlfhc  memoirs;  left  us  by 
hidorians,  that  thole  diffcTent  people  have 
but  little  indinaTion  to  vifit  one  another  : 
that  mod  of  them  have  a  very  great  aver- 
fioo  to  it,  which  they  cannot  prevail  with 
themfelves  to  overcome. 

“  This  averfion  may  be  accounted  for  in 
the  following  manner :  to  begin  with  ihofe 
of  the  gloomy  regions  *,  it  is  cafy  to  con¬ 
ceive  that  the  pain  they  feel  from  the  light 
is  one  of  the  chief  canfes  of  it.  Befi.les, 
they  are  born  in  that  country,  they  find 
there  not  only  all  necclfarics  of  life,  but 
likewile  all  that  can  render  it  agreeable. 
The  darknefs  is  fo  far, from  being  a  griev¬ 
ance,  tha|  it  is  even  pleafaot  to  them.  They 
have  the  fecret  of  making  lamps,  the  light 
of  which  doth  not  ade^  their  eyes  like 
that  of  the  fun.  By  that  light  they  dtfeern 
objects,  and  make  ieveral  works. 

Thefe  people  arc  very  laborious  ;  and 
abound  in  manufactures  of  all  forts,  pro¬ 
portioned  to  the  wants  of  the  inhabitants. 
Art  fupplies  them  with  what  nature  has  not 
afforded. 

AS;  their  fight  is  extremely  weak,  mod 
of  their^maqufaClurcs  are  employed  for  re¬ 
lieving  them  .  in  that  poinj.  This,  relief 


confifts  in  an  almofl  inlirtite  variety  of 
glaHes  of  ali  ibrte*  ThcTe  gt^fles  arc  lb 
artfully  madci  that  they  do  not  appear  like 
thofe  made  in  Europe.  Some  of  them  are 
deligncd  for  magnifying  bbjcfls  ;  others 
for  telelbopea.  They  have  glafTes  well  co* 
loured,  which  communicate  the.  fame  co-. 
lours  to  the  objeft  :  others  are  proper  for 
embellidiing,  and  hiding,  or  at  icaft  ex¬ 
tenuating  ali  deformities. 

**  Befide  thefe  different  qualities,  they 
have  one  which  is  peculiar  to  them  ;  they 
may  lerve  as  looking-giaffes.  Thus  it  is 
eafy  for  a  man,  who  holds  them,  to  fee  him- 
felf  in  what  light  he  pleafes,  and  ^vc  him- 
fclf  embeilifhing  colours.  The  word  is, 
that  others,  who  are  maders  of  the  fame 
fecrct,  often  drip  him  of  thofe  borrowed 
colours,  and  expofe  his  natural  nglinefs  to 
view.  -

**  As  tp  the  inhabitants  of  the  light  coun¬ 
try,  it  is  not  furprifing  that  they  cannot 
prevail  with  thcmfelvcs  to  go  down  into  the 
gloomy  regions.  They  have  fuffered  too 
much  in  leaving  them.  After  having  en¬ 
dured,  in  Long  ^nd  troubiefome  roads,  ali 
the  pain  the  fun  can  give  to  weak  eyes,  the 
light  is  grown  familiar  to  them,  and  they 
are  as  well  plcafed  with  It  as  if  ic  was  their 
own  element.  By  the  lame  light,  they, 
at  6ne  glance,  difeero  both  perfms  and 
things.  They  have  no  farther  occafionfor 
glaifes  ;  which  now  would  even  hinder 
them  frpm  feeing,  or,  at  lead,  frotn  view¬ 
ing  ohjefls  as  they  are  ;  and  they  are  no 
longer  in  the  humour  of  feeing  them  dii- 
guifed.  They  have  likewife  lod  the  incli¬ 
nation  to  borrowing  colours  for  giving  them 
bc^ty  in  their  own  eyesp  or  thole  of 
others.  The  light,  which  by  a  quality  pe¬ 
culiar  to  that  country,  ferves  them  as  a 
mirror,  gives  them  a  didindf  view  of  their 
remaining  defeffs  :  they  are  willing  to  fee 
their  own  imperfe^ions,  and  have  them, 
vifiblc  to  others. 

■  / 

After  this  account,  are  we  to  be  fur- 
prized  that  the  gloomy  country,  and  the 
manner  of  living  there,  arc  become  infup- 
portable  to  them  ?  not  to  mention  the  di¬ 
fling  air  of  the  country;  an  air  that  nothing 
purifies  i  and  which  mud  be  infected  by 
exhalations  from  tlie  bodies  pent  up  in  it. 
This  air,  compared  to  that  breathed  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  light  country,  would 
pafs  father  for  a  fog  that  hinders  refpira- 
tion,  than  an  air  pioper  to  promote  it.  I 

“  We  read  in  the  Memoirs  of  ....  . 
that  a  young  African,  who  wiis  cbnilu^fed 
by  a  genius  to  view  the  fevcral  inriorines  of 
th^  worMy  travelling  into  thefe  twd  coon-  I

tries.  I  fhall  h^regive  you  his  own  account- 
of  them  both. 

>  Thefe*  two  people,  faid  he,  have  one 
edmmon  origin»  It  is  related,  that  they 
were  all  at  fit d  placed  in  the  country  of 
light,  add  wferc  <VeU  trtaied  by  the  king  of 
tiiat  country but  that  an  accident  befalling 
rhem,  tvhrch  prejudiced  their  eyef?,  and 
at  thd  fame  time  made  them  deformed  in 
other  rcfpc6ts,  obliged  them  to  fly  from  the 
light,  ^ud  feck  a  retreat  in  the  Catacombs  : 
that,  having  'found  an  afylum  fuitable  to 
their  difpofitions,  they  fettled  there,  and 
fet  up  the  manufaff ures  we  now  fee  among 
them. 

I  then  afkcd  my  genius,  whence  came 
thofe  men  who  at  prefent  inhabit  the  coun¬ 
try  of  light  ? 

“  They  quitted  the  Catabombs,  faid  he, 
at  the  repeated  invitations  of  the  king  of 
light.  We  arc  told  that  the  fame  prince, 
moved  with  compaflion  for  thofe  diflemper- 
ed  people,  continued  to  prefs  their  return  : 
that,  for  that  purpofe,  he  direffed  the 
making  of  thofe  paths,  which  infenfibly 
lead  from  one  country  to  the  other  :  that 
he  fent  them  repeated  meffages,  with  letters 
patent,  affuring  them  the  light,  they  fb 
much  dreaded,  was  the  only  remedy  that 
could  cure  them :  he  mentioned  the  perfons 
feat  to  them  as  fo  many  witnefTcs  of  the 
truth  of  what  he  faid.  Thofe  mdfengers 
being  taken  from  among  them,  had  been 
courageous  enough  to  expofe  themlclves  to 
the  heat  of  the  fun,  an«^  thus  came  in  time 
not  to  fear  it.” 

After  deferibing,  at  large,  the  happy 
fltuation  of  thofe  who  had  attained  to  the 
kingdom  of  light,  he  proceeds. 

I  then  alked  my  genius,  what  is  the 
lot  of  thofe  who  obftinatcly  refolvc  to  con¬ 
tinue  in  the  kingdom  of  the  Catacombs  ?  ' 

,  “  'Fhe  moft  horrible  that  can  be  iroagmed, 
faid  he.  After  fome  days  diver  (ion  allow¬ 
ed  them  by  the  prince,  in  order  to  amule 
them,  they  are  removed  into  another  coun¬ 
try  belonging  to  the  fame  prince,  where 
they  feel  the  iitiuoR  elfc6Is  of  his  vengeance. 
But  what  torments  them  molf,  is,  that  the 
glaffes  and  falle  mirrors  being  then  no 
farther  ufc,  they  lee  themlelvcs,  and  arc 
feen  by  others  as  fo  many  monllerx.  In  a 
word,  they  fee  all  that  the  ubfeurity  of  the 
gloomy  kingdom  had  hid  from  their  eyes ; 
befide  a11  which,  thtir  eyes,  which  could 
not  bear  'the  light,  are  hercjobligtd  to  fof- 
fer  a  devouring  fire.  -  In.fhort,  to  complete 
their  milery,  they  hav^  only  what  they 
themfelves  chofc,  and  might  have  av<^d- 
cd.” 
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Thrice  happy,  is  he,  who  in  of. c;^- 
lamity  like  that  which  now*  delQUtjep  fo 
large  a  portion  of  Europe,  ahd^'froiii  inc* 
fprcadtng  mifVry  of  which  no  lcc«rlf.y^  Can 
be  derived  from  riches,’  honours',  ^ftCtvcrty 
or  inocence,  happy  is'he  who  can  fny  with 
a  man  that  exemplified  at  hU  detuh  t'he 
precepts  of  his  life, — “  In  fuch  ev'es,  ! 
know  but  one  way  of  fortifying  the  ffUii ; 
and  that  is,  by  fecuring  to  ourllflves  the  ' 
friend  (hip  and  proteffion  of  that  Being 
who  dilpofes  of  events  and  governs  futuri¬ 
ty.  He  fees  at  one  view  the  whole  thread 
of  my  cxiftence,  not  only  that  part  which  I 
hav'e  already  pad,  but  that  which  run>.  h>r- 
ward  into  all  the  depths  of  eterniry.  '  When 
I  lay  me  down  to  fleep  I  recommend  rfi'y-* 
felf  to  his  care  :  when  1  awake  I  ghHp  rrly- 
felf  up  to  his  devotion.  -  Amidlf  ah  the 
evils  which  threaten  me  I  will  look  up 
him  for  help,  and  qucRion  not  but  that  he 
will  cither  avert  them  or  turn  them  to  my 
advantage.  Though  I  know  neirhei  the 
time  nOr  the  manner  of  the  death  I  om  to 
die,  I  am  not  at  all  IblidtOus  about  it,  be- 
caufe  I  am  fure  that  he  knows  them  both, 
and  that  he  will  not  fail  to  comfort  and 
fupport  me  under  them.”
